Dr. Einstein suggests that 
the Minuet from the Piano Sonata, K. anh, 136, was the 
original second movement, and that if it were transposed 


back into G major and interpolated into the Serenade, | 


we would have the composition in approximately its 
original form. 


The work is familiar in three forms: as a string 
quartet (No. 21), as a quintet (with a double bass 
instead of an added viola as is customary in Mozart), 
and in its present orchestral form. 


Sir Thomas Beecham gives one of his unique in- 
terpretations in this recording. The hauntingly beautiful 
section of the Andante sounds unusual as played by 
muted strings. The stately Minuet is followed by a very 
strangely paced Rondo. 


The recording is incredibly realistic, preserving 
accurately an inspired performance by the London Phil- 
harmonic Orchestra.

"For the musician and music student interested in 
the changes in musical structure during the past three 
centuries, this book offers an approach to the hearing 


and understanding of music entirely different from that

It varies from the accepted method primarily 
in its concept of tonality. It defines the principles and 
techniques by which a single tonality governs a move- 
ment of a work or an entire composition, and is in com- 
plete contrast to the customary conception based on 


modulations through key relationships. 


“Explaining this point of view, Miss Katz has in 
reality put into practice the ideas first formulated by 
Heinrich Schenker... 


“Primary this book presents a new point of view—it 
shows that the customary naming of a chord as tonic or 
dominant does not define its specific use; that harmony 
and counterpoint have combined as well as independent 
functions; and that it is their interrelationship of purpose 


that creates and maintains tonal structure and coherence.” 


This book is intended for the sertous musician rather 


than the average record. collector, although the musician 


who is familiar with recorded works of composers repre- 


sented may find additional benefits from analyses of many.

| and has succeeded in doing so in a most readable fashion. 


Rhythm, melody, harmony and tone quality are each 
treated in separate chapters, as are various forms, such 
as the symphony, art songs, opera, overture and other 
pieces. A basic list of records for the neophyte collector 
is included, along with a special list for children, which 
should be of help to those who wish to train their chil- 
dren to appreciate music. The volume can be useful, in-
